For best results, please read and per- 
form all instructions listed here. Also, keep these instructions for 
future reference.

INSTALLING BATTERIES 


1. On the remote control's back, push thetab and liftoff the 
battery cover. 

2. Obtain two (2) new AAA alkaline batteries. Match the + and - 
marks on the batteries to the + and - marks in the battery case, 
then insert the new batteries. 

3. Press the battery cover back into place.Thet.ab should click 
when the cover is locked. 

4. Test the remote control by first pressing POWER and then any 
mode key (eg., TV) . If batteri es are i nserted correctly, the LED 
(red light) will blink once. 

NOTE:When batteries need replacement, the remote central will stop 
operating. Remove the old batteriesand insert new ones within 30 minutes 
to ensure all of your programming information is restored. 


PROGRAMMING DEVICE CONTROL 

TheOneForAII 6 DeviceHomeTheater Universal Remote Control is 
preprogrammed at the factory to operate an RCA TV andVCR.a 
M otorola (Gl ) cable box, an RCA satellite receiver, a Toshi ba DVD 
player, and a Pioneer audio receiver/ amplifier. To control devices 
other than the default brands, perform the following steps; other- 
wise skip this section: 

NOTE : For TV /VCR Combo control, see the next section. 

1. Turn on adevice(e.g,VCR or DVD player) and, if applicable, 
insert media (eg, cassette or disc). 

NOTE : Please read steps 2 through 4 completely before proceeding. 
Highlight or writedown the codes and device you wish to program before 
starting step 2. 

2. On the remote control, press a device key once ( i .e, TV, VCR, DVD, 
SAT, CBL, or RCVR/AMP). 

N OT E : U se the SAT or CBL key to pragra m control of vi deo accesori es. U se the 
RCVR/AMP key to program control of CD players, miscellaneousaudio 
devices, or home automation devices. 

3. Pressand hold SETuntil theLED(red light) blinks twice, then 
release SET. 

4. Use the M anufacturer's Codes (on the back) to locate the type of 
device and brand name and then enter thefirst four-digit code 
for your device. If performed correctly, the LED will blink twice. 

NOTE: If the LEDdid not blink twice, repeat steps 2 through 4 and try 
enteri ng the same code agai n . 

5. Aim the remote control at the device and press POWER onceThe 
device should turn off. If it does not respond, repeat steps 2 
through 5, trying each codefor your brand until you find onethat 
works. If it still does not work, try Searching For Your Code. 

NOTE: If thede/icedoesnothavea POWER key, pressthe ► (P/ay)key. 

6. Repeat steps 1 through 5 for each device you want to control.

USING THE HOME THEATER MODE 


PROGRAMMING TV/VCR COMBO CONTROL 

Perform thefollowing instructions to control aTV/VCR Combo: 

1. Turn on theTV/VCR Combo and insert a video cassette. 

NOTE: Please read steps 2 through 4 completely before proceeding. 
Highlight or writedown thecodesand device you wish to program before 
starting step 2. 

2. On the remote control, press VCR. 

3. Pressand hold SETuntil theLED(red light) blinks twice, then 
release SET. 

4. Use the Setup Codes For TV/VCR Combos(on the back) to locate 
the brand nameandthen enter thefirst four-digit codefor your 
device. If performed correctly, the LED will blink twice. 

NOTE: If the if D did not blink twice, repeat steps 2 through 4 and try 
enteri ng the same code agai n . 

5. Aim the remote control at the device and press POWER once. It 
should turn off. If the device does not respond, repeat steps 2 
through 5, trying each codefor your brand until you find onethat 
works. If it still does not work, try Searching For Your Code. 

NOTE : If the device does not have a POMCR key, press the ► (P/ay)key. 

6. If you've located a setup codethat works, but it has a separate TV 
code, you'll also need to program it into the remote control to 
access volume control as follows: 

a. Press TV once.TheLED(red light) will blink twice. 

b. Enter theTV codefor your TV/VCR Combo. If correct, the 
LED will blinktwice. 

NOTE: For VCR/TV Combos programmed with separate TV codes, 
TV volume iscontralled by pressing VCR first and then TV After that, use 
VOL+ (or I/D1-) to raise (or lower) theTV volume. For other alternatives on 
controlling your volume keys, see theXhanging Volume Lock" or "Using 
Keymover" sections 

7. For future reference, write down theworkingTV/VCR combo 
code in the below boxes:

SEARCHING FOR YOUR CODE 


If your device does not respond to the remote control after trying all 
codes listed for your brand, or if your brand is not listed at all, try 
searching for your code. 

For example, to search for a codefor your TV: 

1. On the remote control, press TV once. 

2. Pressand hold SETuntil theLED(red light) blinks twice, then 
release SET. 

3. Enter 9 - 9 - l.TheLED will blinktwice. 

4. Aim the remote control atthetheTV and slowly alternate 
between pressing POWER and TV. Stop when theTV turns off. 

NOTE: In the search mode, the remote control will send I R codes from its 
library to the selected device, starting with the most popular codefirst. 

5. To lock in the code, pressand hold SETuntil the LED blinks 
twice, then release SET. 

6. To search for the codes of your other devices, repeat steps 1 
through 5, but substitute the appropriate device key for the 
device you are searchi ng for. 


CHECKING THE CODES 

If you have set up the remote control using the Searching ForYour 
Code procedure, you may need to find out which four-digit code is 
operati ng your equipment. For example, to fi nd out which code is 
operating your TV: 

1. On the remote control, press TV once. 

2. Pressand hold SETuntil theLED(red light) blinks twice, then 
release SET. 

3. Enter 9 - 9 -O.TheLED will blinktwice. 

4. To view thecodefor thefirst digit, press 1 once. Wait 3 seconds, 
count theLED blinks (eg., three blinks = 3) and writedown 
the number. 

NOTE: If a codedigit is"0", theiEDwill not blink. 

5. Repeat step 4 three moretimes for remaining digits. Use2 for the 
second digit, 3 for thethird digit, and 4 for thefourth digit. 

6. To check for codes of other devices, repeat steps 1 through 5, 
but substitute the appropriatedevice key for each device you 
are checking. 


TheOneForAII 6 DeviceHomeTheater Universal Remote Control 
includes a custom HomeTheater mode. After the HOME THEATER 

key is programmed, it will allow you to access five groups of 
remote control keys without havi ng to change device modes. 

Control Organization

For HomeTheater programming, the remote control's keys are 
grouped by type of control into the following five control groups:

Programming The Home Theater Mode 

For example, let's assumeyou have a TV, a cable box, and a VCR in 
your hometheater system. You can set up the HomeTheater mode 
so that selected controls are assigned to these devices as follows: 

1. On the remote control, press HOME THEATER. 

2. Press and hold SETuntil theLED(red light) bli nks twice, then 
release SET. 

3. Enter 9 - 7 - 9.TheLEDwill blinktwice. 

4. Select a device. For this example, press VCR onceThen assign a 
desired Control Group to the device. For this example, press PLAY 
once, which will assign the entire group of Transport Controls 
(i.e., PLAY, STOP, FWD, REW, PAUSE, and REC) to theVCR.TheLED 

will blink once. 

5. Select another device. For this example, press TV once. Then 
assign a desired Control Group to this device. For this example, 
press VOL+ once, which will assign the entire group of Volume 
Controls (i.e., VOL+ , VOL-, and MUTE) to theTV. TheLED will 
blink once. 

6. Select another device. For this example, press CBL once. Then 
assign a desired Control Group to this device. For this example, 
press CH+ once, which will assign the entire group of Channel 
Controls (i.e.,CH+,CH-, (Keypad) 0-9, ENTER, LAST, SLEEP, 
INFO, and TV/VCR) to theCable Box.TheLED will blink once. 

7. To add additional M enu functionality to theCable Box, press CBL 
once. Then press MENU once. This action will assign theentire 
group of Menu Controls (i.e., MENU, GUIDE, Cursor Controls (Up, 
Down, Left, Right), SELECT, and EXIT) to the Cable Box. The LED 
will blink once. 

8. Toadd PIP functionalityto theTV, press TV onceThen press PIP 
once. This action will assign the entire group of PIP Controls (i.e., 
PIP, MOVE, and SWAP) to the TV. The LED will blink once. 

9. To exit HomeTheater programming, press and hold SET unti I the 
LED ( red light) blinks twice, then release SET. 

Operating The Home Theater Mode 

After programming the HomeTheater key (see theprevious section), 
you simply activate this mode by pressing HOME THEATER once. 
Instantly, groups of remote control keys will be assigned to their 
programmed devices. 

For theabove example, pressing HOME THEATER once would assign 
the fol lowi ng keys to theVCR, TV, and Cable Box: 

VCR: PLAY, STOP, FWD, REW, PAUSE, and REC 


TV: 

Cable Box: 


VOL+, VOL-, MUTE, PIP, MOVE, and SWAP 

CH+.CH-, (Keypad) 0-9, ENTER, LAST, 
SLEEP, INFO, TV/VCR, MENU, GUIDE, 
Cursor Controls (Up, Down, Left, Right), 
SELECT, and EXIT 


USING A MACRO 


With programming, theMACRO key on your One For All 6 Device 
HomeTheater Universal Remote Control can be setup to 
perform arepetitive, time-consuming operation for easy, convenient 
access through the press of a si ngle key. 

A macro can be used to control a hometheater operation, to set a 
favorite chan nel, or for other multi pie functions you would like to 
control with one key press (see examples below). Moreover, the 
MACRO key can hold up to 15 key presses total. 

NOTE: Programming a new macro over an existing one will erase the 
original macro. 


Example - Programming A Favorite Channel 

With so many channels avai I able through your cableor satellite 
system provider, you can program a macro that directly selects a 
favorite channel with one key press. 

For example, let's assume your favorite cable programs are on 
channel 71. Use the following instructions to program a macro for 
direct access of thischannel: 

NOTEThisexampleassumestheTV tuner isconnected directly to the cable 
lineand not through a cable box. 

1. Pressand hold SETuntil theLED(red light) blinks twice, then 
release SET. 

2. Enter9-9-5.TheLEDwill blinktwice. 

3. Press MACRO once. 

4. Press TV once. 

5. Enter thechannel number.7- 1. 

NOTE : If you have access to over 100 channels, enter 0 -7- 1. M oreover, 
ifthe original remote control required pressingan Enter key to change 
the channel, also press the Enter key after the channel number (e.g., 
0-7-1- Enter). 

6. Pressand hold SETuntil theLED blinks twice, then releaseSET. 

Now when you press MACRO, you will instantly see cable channel 71 
on your TV set. 

Example - Programming A Master Power Key With Instant 
Channel Selection 

A macro can be programmed to turn on and off your equipment as 
well. For example, let's set up a sequence that will turn on theTV 
and tune it to channel 3, and then turn on the Cable Box and tune it 
to a premium channel (eg., 11). 

NOTEThisexampleassumesall equipment is turned off and that theTV is 
connected through the cable box with TV tuning set to channel 3. 

1. Pressand hold SETuntil the LED (red light) blinks twice, then 
releaseSET. 

2. Enter 9 - 9 - 5.TheLED will blinktwice. 

3. Press MACRO once. 

4. Enter the fol lowi ng sequence: 

TV, POWER, and 0- 3 (or 0-0- 3 if access is over 100 channels) 

NOTE: If the original remote control required pressingan Enter key to 
change the channel, also pressthe fnter key after thechannel number (eg, 
0-7-1-fnter). 

5. Then enter thefollowing sequence: 

CBL, POWER, and 1- 1 (or 0- 1- 1 if access is over 100 channels) 

6. Pressand hold SETuntil theLED blinks twice, then releaseSET. 

Now when you press MACRO once, theTV will turn on and tuneto 
channel 03.Then the cable box will turn on and tuneto channel 11. 

Clearing A Macro 

1. Pressand hold SETuntil the LED (red light) blinks twice, then 
releaseSET. 

2. Enter 9 - 9 - 5.TheLED will blinktwice. 

3. Press MACRO once. 

4. Pressand hold SETuntil theLED blinks twice, then releaseSET. 


USING CHANNEL SCAN 

I n theTV, VCR, DVD, SAT, and CBL modes, use the FAV key to start a 
3-second scan of all favorite channels (if programmed - see 
Programming Favorite Channel Scan below) and/or all channels for 
the selected mode. 

1. If Favorite Channel Scan has been set up, skip to step 2. 
Otherwise, press TV, VCR, DVD, SAT, or CBL once. 

2. Press FAV once. 

• If Favorite Channel Scan has been set up, scanning of favorite 
channels will start and.upon completion, continueto scan all 
channels upward for the same device. 

• If Favorite Channel Scan has not been set up, scanning will 
start with the current channel, then proceed to the next 
channel up, and continueuntil all channels of theselected 
device is scanned. 

3. To stop scanning channels at any time, press any key once 
(except the backlight key ? ). 


PROGRAMMING FAVORITE CHANNEL SCAN 

I n theTV, VCR, DVD, SAT, or CBL mode, you can store a list of up to 
10 favorite channels, in any order, that will be immediately scanned 
when FAV is pressed (see Using Channel Scan). 

NOTE: Only channelsof one mode can be stored for Favorite Channel San. 

1. On the remote control, press TV, VCR, DVD, SAT, or CBL once. 

2. Press and hold SET unti I the LED ( red light) bli nks twice, then 
releaseSET. 

3. Enter 9 - 9 - 6.TheLED will blink twice. 

4. Usethekeypad to enter a favorite channel number (eg., 031). 
Then press SET once. 

NOTE: If the original remote control required pressingan Enter key to 
change the channel, also pressthe fnter key after thechannel number (e.g., 
0-3-1- fnter). 

5. If desired, repeat step 4 (in this section) for each favorite channel 
to be stored, up to a total of 10 channels. 

NOTE: If you try entering more than 10 channels, the remote control will 
automatically exit programming. 

6. To exit programming, press and hold SETfor3seconds. TheLED 

will blinktwice. 


USING KEYMOVER 


TheOneForAII 6 DeviceHomeTheater Universal Remote Control 
includes a Keymover feature that allows you to map (or copy) keys 
from onemode(i.e, source mode) to another mode (i.e., destination 
mode). 

NOTE: The following keys cannot be used asa source or destination: TV VCR, 
DVD, SAT, HOME THEATER, CBL, RCVR/AMP, and SET. 

Programming Keymover 

For example, if yourVCR does not have volume control, you can 
map thevolume and mute keys from theTV mode to the VCR mode 
as follows: 

1. Pressand hold SETuntil theLED (red light) blinks twice, then 
releaseSET. 

2. Enter 9 - 9 - 4.TheLED will blinktwice. 

3. For the source mode, press TV once. 

4. Forthesourcekey,pressVOL+ once. 

5. For the destination mode, press VCR once. 

6. Forthedestination key, press VOL + once. 

7. TheLEDwill blinktwiceindicatingthekeymoved sequence 
is correct. 

8. Repeat steps 1 through 7 twice more, substituting VOL- and 
MUTE as source and desti nation keys i n steps 4 and 6. 

Upon completion of the above procedure, you can now use your 
One For All 6 Device HomeTheater Universal Remote Control to 
control theTV's volumeand mute in theVCR mode, as well as in the 
TV mode. 

Restoring Keymoved Keys to Default Settings 

Restoring A Single Keymoved Key 

1. Press a device key that has a keymoved key. 

2. Pressand hold SETuntil theLED (red light) blinks twice, then 
releaseSET. 

3. Enter 9 - 9 - 4.TheLED will blinktwice. 

4. Press the destination key twice (where the keymoved key is 
stored). TheLED will blinktwice. 

Restoring All Keymoved Keys In A Single Mode 

1. Pressand hold SETuntil theLED (red light) blinks twice, then 
releaseSET. 

2. Enter 9 - 9 - 4.TheLED will blinktwice. 

3. Press the destination mode twice (where keymoved keys are 
stored). TheLED will blinktwice. 


RE-ASSIGNING DEVICE KEYS 


TheOneForAII 6 DeviceHomeTheater Universal Remote Control 
can be set to control a second TV, VCR, DVD player, or 
other device. 

For example, to control a TV, a cable box, and twoVCRs.you will 
need to re-assign the unused DVD key to operate thesecond VCR 
as follows: 

1. On the remote control, pressand hold SETuntil theLED(red 
light) blinks twice, then releaseSET. 

2. Enter9- 9- 2.TheLED will blinktwice. 

3. Press VCR once, then press DVD once. 

4. The AUX key is now ready to be programmed for your second 
VCR. See Programming Device Control. 

To re-assign other device keys to the DVD key, repeat steps 1 through 
4 above by substituting the sequencefrom the below chart: 

To Re-Assign Device Key Perform Sequence 

DVD as 2nd TV key: SET-9-9-2-TV-DVD 

DVD as 2nd SAT key : SET - 9 - 9 - 2 - SAT- DVD 

DVD as 2nd CBL key: SET- 9 - 9 - 2 -CBL- DVD 

DVD as 2nd RCVR/AM P key: SET- 9 - 9 - 2 - RCVR/AMP - DVD 

You can also re-sassign another unused device key by substituting an 
open key for the DVD key in the above chart and performing the 
sequence. For example, to re-assign an unused SAT key as a second 
VCR key, perform SET - 9 - 9 - 2 - VCR - SAT. 

When are-assignment is done, theLED (red light) will blink twice to 
confirm your choiceAt that time, you will need to program the 
remote control for the new device (see Programming Device Control). 


CHANGING VOLUME LOCK 

TheOneForAII 6 DeviceHomeTheater Universal Remote Control is 
set at thefactory for i ndependent volumecontrol of each selected 
device. However, you may change theVolume Lock setting to Global 
Volume Lock so that a device's volume wi II be locked to one mode 
(eg., to control TV volumein all other modes). After that, if desired, 
you can perform Individual VolumeUnlock on aselected device to set 
its volume control for independent operation. 

Locking Volume Control To One Mode (Global Volume Lock): 

1. Pressand hold SETuntil theLED (red light) blinks twice, then 
releaseSET. 

2. Enter 9 - 9 - 3 and then pressanymodekeyonce(e.g.,TV).The 
LED will blinktwice. 

3. Now, when you press VOL+, VOL-,orMUTE,thevolumeof the 

selected device (eg., TV) will be controlled regardless of the 
modeyou havesdected. 


Unlocking Volume Control For A Single Device (Individual 
Volume Unlock): 

1. After performing Global Volume Lock (above), press and hold 
SET again until theLED(red light) blinks twice, then releaseSET. 

2. Pressadesired modekeywhereyouwantvolumetobeunlocked 
(e.g., RCVR/AMP) and controlled within its own mode. 

3. Enter 9- 9- 3 and then press VOL- once. TheLED will blink 
four times. 

4. If desi red, repeat steps 1 through 3 (of this section) for each 
device that you want volume to beunlocked. 

5. Now, after you select a device that has volumeunlocked (eg., 
RCVR/AMP), pressi ng VOL+ , VOL- , or MUTE, will control the 
device's volume only in its own mode. 

Unlocking All Volume Control (Restoring Default Setting): 

NOTE: Performing these instructions will restore independent volume control 
for all programmed devices (e.g., TV volumecontrol in TVmode.VCR volume 
in VCR mode, etc.). 

1. On the remote control, pressand hold SETuntil the LED (red 
light) bli nks twice, then releaseSET. 

2. Enter 9- 9 - 3 and then press VOL+ oncaTheLED will blink 
four times. 

3. Volume will again be independently controlled accordingto its 
default states for all programmed devices. 


ABOUT UPGRADING 

TheOneForAII 6 DeviceHomeTheaterUniversal Remote Control 
has the largest infrared code library available. However.if you pur- 
chase a brand new home entertai n ment or home automati on 
device, it may not respond to the codes stored in the remote con- 
trol's memory. 

If this happens, please contact our Customer Support department 
(see Customer Support on the right) to upgrade the remote control. 
TheCustomer Support representative will search our entire data- 
base for a codethat matches your device and instruct you how to 
enter it into your One For All 6 Device HomeTheater Universal 
Remote Control. 

If the code for your home entertai nment or home automation device 
is not in our database, we will need to "capture" the codefor that 
device from its original remote control. A new codewould then be 
created and entered into yourOneFor All 6 DeviceHomeTheater 
Universal Remote Control. If necessary, the Customer Support repre- 
sentative can instruct you how to begin the capture procedure.
